The big members’ event of the 
year has finally arrived! On April 
17 and 18, Academy members will 
have the special opportunity to go 
behind the scenes at the West’s 
oldest museum, the California 
Academy of Sciences. 

You ll get to view the world- 
famous collections in the Acade- 
my’s eight research departments. 
These collections are the corner- 
stones which enable Academy 
scientists to systematically record 
the biodiversity of life on the 
planet. You can meet many of the 
scientists who study such diverse 
things as sea slugs, beetles, song- 
birds, tropical forests, flying fish, 
sharks, navajo rugs and dinosaurs. 

You can also get a birds-eye 
view of the Steinhart’s fish tanks 
and see the complex water system 
that provides oxygen to all the 


fish. If weather permits, telescopes 
will be set up to view the night 
sky. 

All exhibits and the Discovery 
Room will be open for members. 
And the Academy Store will be 
open, too. Free refreshments will 
be served in the Jungle Cafe. 

To accommodate our 22,000 
members and to avoid overcrowd- 
ing, we ask that members whose 
names begin with A-L attend on 
Wednesday, April 17; members 
whose names begin with M-Z at- 
tend on Thursday, April 18. If you 
cannot make it on your designated 
date, you may come on the alter- 
nate night.

Research at the

Fifteen to twenty billion years ago, 
a cosmic explosion gave rise to the 
Universe as we know it. The 
primary mission of COBE, Cosmic 
Background Explorer, is to search 
for evidence of this “Big Bang.’ 
This satellite was launched into a 
near-polar orbit in November 1989 
and measures faint background 
cosmic radiation. On April 16th, at 
7:30 pm in Morrison Planetarium, 
Dr. George Smoot of the Space 
Sciences Laboratory at UC Ber- 
keley, will describe how the COBE 
team members are sifting through 
the background radiation, search- 
ing for the “fossil record” to gain 
insight into the early Universe.

The Academy will be the site of 
the world premier of an extraordi- 
nary new exhibit, My Tibet. In this 
poignant display, one of the 
world’s most revered spiritual 
leaders, the Dalai Lama, and a 
renowned wilderness pho- 
tographer, Galen Rowell, combine 
their visions of the beautiful and 
mysterious country of Tibet. 
Galen Rowell’s dramatic images 
of the people, wildlife and natural 
splendor of Tibet are accompa- 
nied by insightful and compas- 
sionate text by the Dalai Lama. 
Having fled Chinese-occupied 
Tibet in 1959, the Dalai Lama has 
found refuge in India where he 
has endeavored to preserve the 
culture and religion of his native 
country. Some day he hopes to es- 
tablish the entire Tibetan Plateau 
as a ‘‘free refuge where humanity 
and nature can live in peace and 


in harmonious balance.’’ In 1989, 
the Nobel Committee awarded the 
Peace Prize tothe Dalai Lama, 
recognizing his philosophy of 
peace based on “reverence for all 
things living and upon the con- 
cept of universal responsibility 
embracing all humankind as well 
as nature.” 


This compelling new exhibit 
reflects the commitment of both 
men to protect this unique and 
beatiful land. The Dalai Lama in- 
forms us, ‘‘Both science and the 
teachings of the Buddha tell us of 
the fundamental unity of all 
things. This understanding is cru- 
cial if we are to take positive and 
decisive action on the pressing 
global concern for the environ- 
ment.’

The mountain gorillas of Rwanda’s 
Virunga Volcanoes are one of the 
best studied and most celebrated 
animal groups anywhere. Zoolo- 
gist George Schaller first studied 
them in 1959. Dian Fossey set up 
the Karisoke Research Center in 
1967, beginning an era of gorilla 
research conservation efforts that 
has continued since her death in 
1935" 

Kelly Stewart and Alexander 
“Sandy” Harcourt first worked 
with the mountain gorillas in the 
early 1970’s, and Harcourt was the 
director of Karisoke from 1980 to 
1983. As Stewart describes, they 
spent their days finding and 
watching gorillas, recording “who 
did what to whom and how often, 
and then we went home and 
thought about why.’

One of Dian Fossey’s favorites, “‘Digit.”’ 


They found that the main con- 
cerns in a mountain gorilla’s life 
are getting enough food and being 
reproductively successful. In a lec- 
ture accompanied by slides of the 
gorillas and their spectacular forest 
habitat, Stewart and Harcourt will 
offer a peek into the private lives 
of these animals. They will also 
discuss the success of recent 
efforts to promote ecotourism as a 
way to protect the remaining three 
hundred mountain gorillas in the 
Virungas. They will address how 
much is left to learn and what 
sorts of questions researchers are 
currently asking.
